cleaners, garages, shoe repair shops 
land photographer today that the Of-

) filed their statements of prices on 
s e n ices.

‘These reports on the ceiling prices 
j for services were supposed to have 
been filed with our board by last Sep­ 
tember IO.’’ Mr. Ward pointed out. 
“ The OLA in Washington now is re­ 
quiring us to report by November 5 
the list, of those who have filed their 
ceiling prices reports and to compile 
a list of all trade service establish­ 
ments in this county which do not 
yet have reports on file with our 
board." 


Each service trade establishment 
also is r%quired to keep this list of 
service prices available for inspection 
by the public during regular business 
hours, Mr. Ward pointed out. 
Failure to comply with these re­ 
quirements may be considered a vio­ 
lation of Maximum Price Regulation 
No. 165 which governs the prices of 
services, and the OPA has the power 
to invoke severe penalties against 
wilful violators of this regulation,
